He served at St. Mihiel; Blanc 
Mont (Champagne), where again he was evacu-

‘He received the Distinguished’ Service cross 
for his valorous conduct on October 8th, 1918, 
and the Croix de Guerre with Palm for his 
valorous conduct on September 12, 1918.” 

And this man is a’ Cheyenne,. of which tribe 
Mooney, famous ethnologist, says, “They are 
proud, contentious, and brave to desperation.” 
Saunders ts a worthy son of his beloved people, 

The Croix de. Guerre, awarded for gallant ac- 
tion in war, decorates a fine representation from 
various tribes.

Saunders, Cheyenne; Marty Beaver, Creek, and 
Nicholas E. Brown, Choctaw, who was killed in 
action, He was a corporal in the One Hundred
